W ASH ING TO N, Oct. 4.— T he Am er­ 
ican Red Cross has been training an 
arm y of step fath ers and m others for 
the fam ilies of the country's fighting 
m en at the front, it w as learned to­ 
day. 
T he Idea w as recently 
announced. 
T he plan is now in progress of ex e­ 
cution. Thousands of men and wom en 
are being recruited to take up the six 
w eek s’ course w hich will fit them to 
man the dom estic listen in g posts in 
every city and town in the country. 
Seventy-five thousand soldiers' fam ­ 
ilies w ill have been aided in the con­ 
duct of their personal affairs by these 
Red C ross helpers during the first 
year of the war, it w as estim ated to­ 
day by the Director G eneral of Red 
Cross W ork C ivilian R elief W . Frank 
Persons. 
The aid will run the gam ut of fam ­ 
ily affairs, from the giving of legal 
or m edical advice to keeping up the 
insurance and seein g that th e m ort­ 
gage is not neglected. 
The Red Cross 
exp erts will even assist financially In 
bridging som e of the 
m ore 
ghastly 
chasm s of unavoidable 
debt 
This 
help will take the form of tem porary 
loans. 
"The problem of financing depend- 
end fam ilies outright, however," said 
the Red Cross, “is too big a problem . 
It should be cared for by the govern­ 
m ent. 
W hen the soludiers and sail­ 
ors return from the war.” said D irect­ 
or G eneral P ersons, "the fam ilies en ­ 
trusted to the care of the Red Cross 
should he found to have m aintained, 
as far as hum anly possible, th e essen ­ 
tial standards of hom e life. 
"This work will dem and m ore than 
a grant o f m oney or a tem porary ref­ 
eren ce to a doctor, a law yer, or som e 
other adviser.

Barley, Rice and Hops Have 
Helped Make 1917 Bump­ 
er Season 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4 —Cadifor- 
nia’s bumper barley, rice, deciduous 
fruit, prune and raisin crops formed 
the big .contributing factor in making 
the 1917 crops of the state compris­ 
ing the Twelfth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict—the 
Pacific 
slope—“materially 
greater” than a year ago, according to 
the review issued by the Federal Re­ 
serve Hank here today. 
A condition of general prosperity 
with but one discordant note is seen 
in the review—that one note being 
the strikes which are shaking coast in­ 
dustries. 
“If Russia’s internal con­ 
tentions aid the enemy,” the review 
says, “and threaten that country’s 
newly gained liberty, surely it is no 
less directly helpful to tile enemy to 
stop work on ships or curtail output 
by reducing hours or energy.” 
Touching on crop conditions the re­ 
serve bank finds that the total wheat 
crop of the district will show a de­ 
crease of 18 per cent this year and 
while other states have decreased bar­ 
ley productions California will pro­ 
duce 40,000,000 bushels against 23,000,- 
000 a year ago. 
It is in rice that California has 
made its big strides 
forward, 
how­ 
ever. 
The approximate 1912 acreage 
was 1,400 against 70.000 in 1916 and 
90,000 this year. 
This 
year’s 
rice 
crop is estimated 
to 
be worth {10.- 
000,000—“better 
yields 
and 
higher 
prices” being important factors in the 
value of the rice production. 
The 
review 
shows 
200,000,000 
pounds of prunes have been produced 
in California this year against 130,- 
000,000 last year and the raisin crop 
is 150,000 tons or 28,000 
tons 
over 
1916. 
Deciduous fruit shipment* to­ 
tal 20,000 car loads, exceeding last 
last year’s by 2,200 cars. 
Hops 
had 
a 
sensational 
career. 
"About the middle of July,” the re­ 
port says, “hops were being contract­ 
ed at ten cents a pound. Two months 
later 42 cents was paid and sales in 
important volume were made at prices 
above 32 cents. 
The sugar beet pro­ 
duction is expected to make a record 
tliis year. 
Prediction is made that California 
will wrest from Maine the banner for 
sardine production in two years if the 
present rate in increase is maintained. 
The year’s pack is estimated at 1,- 
000,000 cases. 
Petroleum production in this state 
in August averaged 271,755 barrels 
daily, compared with 259,266 in July, 
and shipments were 289,943 barrels 
daily, curtailing stocks 564,840 bar­ 
rels for the month. 
San Francisco made the third larg­ 
est gain in bank clearing, its gain be­ 
ing 50 per cent, Ogden. Utah, and Se-! 
attle. Wash., surpassing 
its 
record. | 
The total clearings for the 20 princi- j 
pal cities in August gained 38 per 
cent,
